Co-responsibility— 


Large delegations from Covina and other communities of 


the upper San Gabriel valley were in attendance at the din- 
ner and reception tendered to Paul V. McNutt, national de- 
partment commander of the American Legion, held last Sat- 
urday night in the chamber of commerce building, Los An- 
geles. 


It might be said that seven-eighths of the activities of 


the American Legion centers in watching over the disabled 
of the world-war and the care of the dependents of disabled 


. or deceased comrades. It was to be expected that the com- 


mander would devote the most of his address to this subject. 
But of tremendous significance to the ctizenry at large is 
the program of legislation lie outlined concerning the next 
national emergency—if, or when it comes. 


If the American Legion has its way, (and it has never 


failed in any legislation it has sponsored) there will be no 
cost plus system during the next war, if or when it comes. 
There will not be a soldier on the front drawing thirty dol- 
lars a month, and a shipbuilder in an American port drawing 
fifteen dollars a day. Every resource of the United States, 
money, brains and brawn, will be enlisted equally for the 
emergency under the proposed Universal Draft, or Universal 
Service act. With this legislation empowering the president, 
the profiteers will be stopped before they get started. Every 
adult, and yes, every child, will have a part to do. 


It has always seemed strange that the fighting man is 


penalized beyond all other citizens in time of war. He is ask- 
ed to give all his time, and at a time of life when time is 
most valuable, and under other conditions, most pleasurable. 
While he is away, others seek profit, and he comes back to 
find that many have progressed financially more in two years 
than they could reasonably expect to progress in ten years. 
He is returned to civil life at a time when the atmosphere is 
full of the caution of retrenchment, when deflation sets in. 
He has the poorest kind of a chance to rehabilitate himself 


the fact that he has made a willing sacrifice upol the altar 
of liberty, and only by the grace of God, has returned. 


The Universal Service act is to become a law in this land. 


Its justice is apparent. The American Legion is the greatest 
force for peace with honor that we have in this country. But 
it is not sticking its head in the sand. There may be another 
war—no man can tell when. The unnecessary sacrifices and 
the unjust sacrifices of the world-war must not be repeated. 
And there are eight hundred thousand men of that war who 
say that they stand ready to fight for this principle, even as 
they fought at the request of the nation when the nation 
called.

farm a horse that was blind in one eye. There was a "blind 
side" to the animal. He was easier to lay hands on than the 
other horses, because of his defect; it was no trouble to get' 
old Ben and put him to work, for you could sneak up to him 
on the blind side and clap the bridle on him. Otherwise, he 
seemed to get along as well as a horse with two good eyes. 


He was easier trapped, that's all. 
My sympathies went out to old Ben for that very reason. 


For above everything else, I hate to be trapped—caught un- 
awares. Many men have "blind sides," in spite of their two 
perfectly good eyes. Rogues sneak up and halter them, al- 
most before they realize it. 


Whenever a fellow approaches me with a proposition that 


my conscience doesn't approve, and that my pocketbook 
doesn't quite harmonize with—and tries to talk me into his 
way of thinking, so he can get the halter on me, then I recall 
poor old Ben and his blind side. 


Over-zealous solicitors, political and commercial, work 


the blind side of their victims for all it will stand. Once the 
halter is on and buckled tight, how hard the driver's lash! 
How heavy the plough! For I have been caught on the blind 
side, and I know. 


So, my life-study thus far has been to see all around me— 


to have no "blind side." Sometimes I get to thinking that 
my blindness has been cured—by experience; then some 
pussy-fopter will slip up on me, but not so often—not so 
often. I shall delve after truth always, for truth makes men 
free. Light is the antidote for darkness. 


Calamity Averted— 


(Puente Journal): California has sanely passed thru an- 


other crisis. We refer to the hoof and mouth quarantine 
which was lifted on April 1. When the disease was first dis- 
covered, the state department laid their cards on the table, 
and asked the newspapers to keep their scare-head, writers 
under subjection. The result was that there was very little 
publicity. Newspapers are learning^that their value includes 
as much what they do not say as what is published. 


Everyone who was in any way connected with the live 


stock industry understood the potential possibilities of a 
spread of the disease. The 1924 outbreak taught them that. 
Likewise, state and federal authorities had learned a valuable 
lesson in that hectic period, when great quarantine walls 
were thrown up at the state boundary line. 


While the livestock industry in southern California was 


hampered on account of the reoent outbreak, the balance of 
the state felt a sense of worry but was not financially hurt. 
There was none of the 1924 hysteria, which cost the state a 
pretty penny. Few residents of California, or of Los Angeles 
county, really knew that there was such an infection due to 
the quiet and determined fight waged by the constituted 
authorities.
